A correspondent of the Nowe Vrenya gives 
ou extrethely interesting acount of the present 
aspect of tho Russian town. of Harbin or 
Kharbin, as the Kussiuus spell it, the controlling 
centre of the Manchurian Ruilway. 

In Manchuria, as everywhere ‘else in. Acia, 
Russia acts upon atixed principle of avoiding 
existing towns, and taking her roads or rail- 
rouds several miles awiy from them, In this 
manner in a few yeurs, more or less, according 
to the anxiety of the Goverument to consolidate 
their power in the district in question, a bew 
town arises, purely Rusian, and in the natural 
course of events completely eats Lhe heart out 
of the ancieat contre, Tho station of Kharbin 
is no exception.
